Yake disclosed today th at he has 
issued final warnings to pro­ 
prietors of poolrooms and tap ­ 
rooms in Adams county against 
violations of laws which bar 
m inors from frequenting such 
establishm ents. 
At 
the 
same 
tim e he appealed to parents to 
co-operate with the authorities 
in 
the . strict enforcement 
of 
these laws. 
The district attorney explained 
th a t his action in the m atter fol­ 
lowed the receipt of a num ber of 
com plaints th at minors under 
the age of 18 years are frequent­ 
ing poolrooms and th at persons 
under the age of 21 have been 
perm itted in taproom s within 
Adams county. 
The act of June 24. 1939 for­ 
bids minors under 18 years to 
enter poolrooms. Proprietors who 
perm it the young people to be 
in their places of business are 
subject upon conviction to a $10 
fine or 30 days in jail. 


A 
law passed in 
1933 and 
amended in 1937 makes it u n ­ 
lawful for any h'-ensee (liquor or 
beer license holden or his agents 
or employes to permit a person 
under 21 years of age to be on 
the licensed premises unless they 
are accompanied by their p ar­ 
ents or guardian or are under 
proper personal supervision. 
Violation of the act barring 
minors from taprooms, except 
under the specified conditions, 
constitutes a misdemeanor and 
is punishable by a fine of from 
$100 to $300 or im prisonm ent for 
from one to three m onths, the 
district 
attorney

out. 
T hat penalty applies only for 
the first offense. Later offenses 
will be punished by heavier sen­ 
tences. 
No further warnings will be

H arrisburg Feb. 9 (AP) 
An “u n ­ 
usual prevalence" of winter colds 
and grip has swept Pennsylvania 
this year, the D epartm ent ot Health 
reported today. 
Dr J Moore Campbell, director of 
the bureau of health conservation, 
said "I he i t has been some unusual 
prevalence of grip or colds -call it 
what you will. 
“They are w hat we call virus, or 
up(H*r respiratory infections. 
It is 
absolutely impossible to differentiate 
the true influenza virus infection 
from the ordinary cold in tile head " 
Included 
in 
the "virus" 
infec­ 
tions currently prevalent, he said, 
are influenza, grip, smallpox, m ea­ 
sles, perhaps chickenpox, some virus 
pneum onia infections, encephalitis 
or "sleeping sickness," and infantile 
paralysis.

Of Fellow Townsman 


New York (AP)—Sometimes it is 
desirable to preserve deadly germs 
for the sake of medical exjieHment.s 
But this has been difficult with 
some bacteria, because they would 
not exist outside a living animal. 
Cold storage at 107 degrees Fahr­ 
enheit below zero appears to be solv­ 
ing this problem 
Human Mu and 
syphilis have been kept alive for 
three years in this solidly frozen 
state, at Johns Hopkins University. 
'Hie flu is caused by a vims and 
the syphilis by a germ, but both 
keep equally well 
A number of 
other deadly germs and viruses have 
iivixi for three years in the same 
J olms Hopkins experiment. 
Doctors Thomas B. Turner and j smolock died 
Willlum L. Fleming, who report this 
work in the Journal of Experimental 
Medicine, say it is probable that 
other disease organisms generally 
can be preserved indefinitely by this 
intense cold. 
An amazing thing is that 
Die 
germ* winch live at more than loo 
below zero, often die or else lose 
their virulence if kept at only a few 
degrees under zero. 
These experimenters say the rea­ 
sons why Die milder freezing kills 
are not known. They guess that the 
causes are chemical changes that 
go on slowly during freezing around 
zero.

Washington, Feb. 9 <AP> — Out 
of the middle ages — when master 
and craftsman Joined together in 
guild, to govern their trades

arch bishops

Catholic church lh America drew 
today a plan "to abolish conflict 
between classes with divergent inter­ 
ests." 
Declaring that "man is not an 
isolated individual living In a social 
vacuum," tltey proposed re-esta bush­ 
men: of "some form of guild or vo­ 
cational groups which will bind men 
together in society according to their 
expect Ive occupations, thus creat­ 
ing moral unity.” 
Tills, they said, is the ultimate 
remedy for “the class conflict which 
makes of the labor market an arena 
where the two armies are engaged 
in combat." 
But with this economic remedy, 
the prelates emphasized, must come

2 Nuns Describe Hitler’s 
Visit 
to Polish Convent 


New York, fob 9 (AP) — Two 
American nuns of the Franciscan 
order, who were in a convent 16 
miles from Warsaw when the Ger­ 
mans invaded Poland last Septem­ 
ber, .said today on their return here 
that Adolf Hit in had visit rd the 
convent and from a church spine 
had viewed the results of bombard­ 
ment. 
The nuns. Sisters Bogum!la and 
Sister Innocencia, were in Poland 17 
months. 
They said they returned 
to the United States because their 
passports would expire in March. 
They arrived in the Italian liner 
Satum ia en route to the order's 
convent at Lodi, New Jersey. 
The nuns made an American flag, 
about 20 by 15 feet, out of pieces 
of cloth and painted white stars on 
the blue field. This they hung, with 
signs proclaiming the nationality of 
the convent, on the walls. 
Tile 
German 
stair 
esta blished 
headquarters at the convent, but the 
nun* were not molested and were, 
in fact, paid for the food the Ger- 
mans ate. Sister Bogumila said. 
Hitler was taken up into the 
steeple, she said, because it was one 
oi the highest structures in the 
vicinity and Warsaw could plainly 
be seen. 
No words can describe the bom­ 
bardment," Sister Bogumila said. “It 
was hellish. Dear God, they are all 
good martyrs, those Polish people." 
Tile troop* that the nuns saw were 
mostly Bavarians and Austrians, she 
added, and “w'ere very nice to lls.” 
She said she had rea/i tile report 
oi Cardinal Hlond. of Poland, to the 
Vatican, 
describing 
anti-religious 
activities of the nazis, but thought 
that "most of those things happened 
in Prussian Poland and in the Dari­ 
ng territory.” 
“None of the .sisters in Warsaw 
or Cracow were molested in any way 
by the Germans,” she continued, 
I don’t know what happened else­ 
where, but I understand that our 
sisters in the Danzig vicinity were 
not as fortunate as we, and had to 
give up their garb and wear ordinary 
clothing. 
There 
are 
about 
700 
Franciscan nuns in Poland, 250 of 
whom ai-e in the territory taken by 
Russia. 
We don’t know anything 
about what happened in what is now 
the Russian part of Poland.” 
During Hitler's visit to the con­ 
vent. church none of the nuns was 
allowed in the church, Sister Bogu­ 
mila said. 
But she knew he had 
stayed about half an hour. 
Both 
I she and Sister Innocencia were hesi­ 
tant about talking to reporters, say­ 
ing they feared the nazis might 
"take revenge” upon their sisters in 
Poland. 
’’At the convent we took care of 


the injured as much as we could,” 
Sister Bogumila said. "Our church 
was partly damaged by Polish guns 
because we were in the line of the 
defense Are by tile Poles " 


Freed in Killing

An hour’s deliberation by a jury 
of seven men and five women re­ 
sulted Thursday in his acquittal of 
murder charges in the shooting of 
James Crawford, 32. relief worker 
w’hoin he had befriended. 
"I’m going back with my wife and 
kids now,” said

Boyd. "My wife and I’ll start again. 
I guess.” 
His comely raven-haired wife and 
their tw’O boys, William. Jr., ll, and 
James. IO, had left the courtroom 
when the jury retired. 
Boyd pleaded self defense, con­ 
tending he opened fire when Craw- 
ford advanced on him with a h at­ 
chet after declaring “ITI break you 
up as I broke up your home." 
The fatal affair, he said, followed 
a quarrel over possession of a letter 
Mrs. Boyd had written to Crawford 
breaking off their friendship. 
Mrs. 
Boyd testified in her husband's de­ 
fense.
